ST. PAUL, Minn., June 19.—Wil- 
lam Hamm Jr., wealthy St. Paul 
brewer, held by kidnapers’ since 
Thursday, was released early today 
near Wyoming, Minn. 45 miles 
north of St. Paul. He returned to 
his home here unharmed. 

His release came after three days 
of negotiations, culminated by pay- 
ment of ransom by Hamm's agents 
Saturday night. The amount paid 
ras not divulged, but it was less 
than the $100,000 demanded. 

The police. who had withdrawn 
from the case at the request of the 
Hamm family in the hope this 
would speed negotiations for the 
release, immediately threw their 
full staff into the hunt for the kid- 
napers. 

Hamm said he had been seized 
by three or more men. He said he 
did not know how much ransom 
was paid and others declined to 
disclose the amount. 

One of the kidnapers, Hamm zaid, 
resembled Verne Sankey, wanted 
for the kidnaping of Charles Boett- 
cher II of Denver for $60,000 ran- 
som in February and the seizure of 
Haskell Bohn of St. Paul, released 
nearly a year ago on payment of 
$12,000. He said he was not sure 
of the identification.  . 

,  Hamm’s Story of Seizure. 

The following stery of his ex- 
periences was told for the Associat- 
ed Press by Hamm: 

“From the time I was kidnaped 
by two men and another man who 
was driving their automobile short- 
ly'after noon last Thursday I never 
was abused. They treated me 
kindly all the time. 

“I was surprised as two men came 
up to me about 12:45 p. m. last 
shursday, One of them said ‘Hello, 
ir. Hamm,’ and, after shaking 
hands one grabbed mé on each side 
and they put me into a car. 

“They were not rough with me 
but, well, they convinced me I ought 
to go. I had only a fleeting im- 
Pression of the two men’s appear- 
ances although one of them  re- 
sembled Verne Sankey. I couldn't 
be sure, of course. :

ROOSEVELT ON CRUISE 
ANOS AT NANTUCKET 


To Remain Overnight at Island 
Port ,Because of 
Rough Sea.

NANTUCKET; Mass., June 19.— 
President Roosevelt plainly in need 
of a shave, and his face and oil- 
skins glistening with salt spray, put 
into this island port today on his 
yacht, Amberjack IZ. 

The President is on his way to 
Campo Bello Island, N. B. He had 
planned to cover the 80-mile dis- 


tance from Edgartown, . Martha's 
Vineyard, where he spent the night, 
to Provincetown on the tip of Cape 
Cod today. A stiff north wind, 
however, made the sea so rough 
that he put into Nantucket for shel- 
ter. He lained to a delegation 
of town officials who came to meet 
him that he did not mind the 
weather himself but feared the sea 
was too uncomfortable for 
boys on the press boats” that fol- 
lowed the Amberjack, far astern.

The codes, adopted by the Nation- 
al Association of Tobacco Distribu- 
ters and the Retail Tobacco Deal- 
ers of America, will be submitted to 
Gen. Hugh 8. Johnson, administra- 
tor of the National Recovery Act, 
for co-ordination and approval. 


The jobbers estabtished a sched-. 


ule calling for a minimum profit of 
5 per cent on cigarettes, 10 per cent 
on cigars th thé 5-cent class, 12 per 
cent on more expensive grades, and 
10 per cent on tobacco, snuff and 
sundries. ~ 

The code calls for honest compe- 
tition and free exchange of credit 
information. It condemns und 
selling, pirating or unfair criti 
of a competitor and his wares. It 
permits jobbers to grant a 2 per 
cent discount for cash, but allows 
no credit discounts. 

The retailers approved a mini- 
mum profit schedule of 25 per cent 
on cigars and little cigars, 20 per 
cent on cigarettes, 25 per cent on 
tobacco and. snuff and 40 per cent 
on pipes and dries. Their code 
forbids “trading coupons” or rebates 
in any. form unless the coupons are 
included in the original package by 
the manufacturer or wholesaler. 

Spokesmen of both groups said if 
the codes were enacted into law the 
result would be an increase in cigar 
and cigarett: prices to their former 
levels. Both codes promised in- 
creased wages and improved work- 
ing conditions if the other provi- 
sions are enforced.

MAYNARD KEYNES 
‘URGES ECONOMIC

Former Free Trader Says That 
Course Lessens Danger of 
World Conflict.

United States considers monetary

American Government was ex- 
plained at the Treasury today, 
where it was said no new plan had 


reached Washington since the one 
‘rejectel last week by President 
Roosevelt. 

It was emphasized that this Gov- 
ernment was not trying to minimize 
the importance of currency stabili- 
gation but felt this was only one of 
the many things which should be 
considered in a general scheme of 
settling the world economic ills. 

The belief was expressed that the 
London conference should see that

tems, along with action to place 
their budgets on a sound basis, and 
act on tariff and disarmament pro- 


posals, 

As to Temporary Stabilization. 

This Government, it was said, is 
not taking any attitude whatsoever 
on the question of stabilization of

any great benefit would accrue from 
a temporary stabilization.

no point at stabilizing the dollar 
had been suggested.

In on Roosevelt Truce.

In March of the same year the 
Moewe succeeded in creeping into 
its home port with 199 British. pris- 
oners and $250,000 worth of gold 
bars, after having sent another 
captured British merchantman, the 
“Westburn,” with more prisoners 
and a prize crew to Teneriffe. Once 
again, in November, 1916, the 
Moewe broke through the British 
blockade and captured more eee 
slips. One, the “Yarrowdale,” 
sent direct to Germany with “400 
prisoners. 

After a cruise packed with ad- 
venture and hair-breadth escapes, 
the Moewe’'s luck gave out in an 
encounter with the British armed 
steamer Otaki. Count Dohna- 
Schlodien, however, managed ‘o 
take his badly battered ship safely 
home. 

After the war the Moewe was 
surrendered to the British, and 
once more became a humbie fruit 
carrier under the name Greenbrier, 
owned by Elders & Fyffes. 

Now the Midgard Co. of Norden- 
ham has bought the ship back. Re- 
named Oldenburg with great cere- 
mony by the National Socialist 
Governor, Karl Roever of Ol 1- 
burg, in the presence of its old 
commander, Count Dohna-Schio- 
dien, the Moewe has. resumed her 
old peaceful career as a banana 
ship, flying the Nazi swastika and 
the old German black-white and 
red flags, under the command of 
Capt. Ecks.

BOULDER DAM REFRIGERATION 


Huge System Installed to Aid Pour- 
ing of Concrete. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—A huge 
refrigerating system is being 
bedded in Boulder Dam. 

As fast as concrete is poured, 
two-inch iron pipe is installed, 
through which cold water is circu- 
lated constantly. When completed, 
there will be 150 miles of this pipe. 
Concrete rises about 40 degrees in 
temperature after setting and the 
Interior Department says it would 
‘require centuries to get rid of the 
excess heat without artificial aid 
and the process would result in dan- 
gerous open joints or cracks.” So 
the piping is going in, at 10-foot in- 
tervals vertically and 11% feet 
apart horizontally. A similar system 
was tried out on a similar scale in 
the Owyhee Dam in Oregon. By 
pumping 64-degree water through 
the pipe system, the temperature 
was reduced from 118 degrees to & 
degrees in two weeks.
